That was the first piece of my puzzle that I 
found, action. Nothing happens until I make a 
move. 

Since then I have worked hard to improve my 
English and halfway through my Grade 10 year, I 
finally moved up and became a regular student 
like everybody else.

apply to become a perfect. I was not sure if I would 
become a great prefect but again, I reminded 
myself of the importance of taking action.

When most people think of outdoor pursuits, they 
think of an activity that isn’t even a ‘sport’. They 
think it’s something that was made for people not 
good at sports, like me. Some have called it lame, 
pathetic or even sad. Outdoor pursuits may seem that 
way to you but not to me. When I think of outdoor 
pursuits, I think of family. I think of teamwork and 
motivation. I think of hard work. It takes skill to 
participate in these activities and it requires 
endurance. Outdoor pursuits for me was an 
opportunity to push myself, to wrestle nature and 
learn to enjoy the beauty of nature.

We won the 
ETIAC League Banner and the Playoff Trophy. We mettwo
